LINGOLN SCHOOL 
PRINGIPAL SUED 
FOR A DIVORGt 


Wife of J. L. Bankson Alleges in 
Petition He Was Penurious and 
Failed to Provide. 











J. L. Bankson, principal of the Lin- 
coln public school, is defendant in a 
suit for divorce filed Saturday after- 
noon by Marie Henry Bankson. 

She alleges that Bankson was penuri- 
ous and failed to allow her enough to 
properly provide necessities of life for 
herself, although insisting that a good 
table be maintained for him and his 
two children by a former marriage, boys 
14 and 18 years old. 

In her petition Mrs. Bankson says that 
at the time of the marriage, Dec, 21, 
1905, she lived with her mother in Kan- 
sas City in an environment of refine- 
ment and prosperity. 

Lack of Affection, 

Bankson, who was then a widower 
of 45, represented to her, she says, 
that he owned two houses and was 
well able to provide for her. After 
the marriage, she alleges, he told her 
he was deeply in debt and that he 
had no property to meet notes and 
judgments against him. 

He showed lack of affection and re- 
spect, Mrs. Bankson complains, and 
nagged her and accused her of _ be- 
ing extravagant and lazy, although 
she did all the housework, washing and 
cooking, and cared for his children, He 
continually reminded her of his indebt- 
edness, she says, using this as an ar- 
gument that she should be more eco- 
nomical. He so limited her expenses, 
she charges, that she seldom bought 
anything for herself. 


Alleges Neglect Wehn Iii. 
When she was ill, she alleges, her 


husband showed her no attention ex- 
cept to ask her when she was going 
to get up and go to work. 

Bankson, according to the petition, 
ridiculed his wife’s clothes. Once he 
ordered her from home, she says, and 
another time he shook a stove lid- 
lifter at her. 

Mrs. Bankson says her husband's 
salary is $1800 and she asks for ali- 
mony and restoration of her maiden 
name, Johnson. 

Until their separation two weeks 
ago the Banksons lived at 3806 
Humphrey street.

Prisoner’s Mother Leads Attack 
on Patrolmen Storm and 
Purcell. 





TRIES TO FREE SUSPECTS 





Men Arrested Near Booty From 
Tin Shop—Several Shots 
Are Fired. 





In a street battle, in which women 
participated and a prisoner’s mother 
tried to rescue him, Patrolmen Storm 
and Purcell of the Carr Street Dis- 
trict were beaten at Cass avenue and 
Hogan street Saturday. 

The battle lasted until 
loads of policemen arrived in response 
to a riot call, and awed the crowd with 
revolvers and clubs. 

Though cut. and bruised, Storm and 
Purcell held to their prisoners, afd 
landed them behind station house bars. 

When the policemen went on duty 
at 7 a. m., they were told that during 


the night robbers had entered Adam 
Jordan’s tinshop, at 1848 Cass avenue, 
and had stolen four cans of paint and 
several sheets of copper. 

Patrolmen Watch the Loot 

Jordan and Purcell found the booty 
in the attic of a vacant house at 1434 
North Nineteenth street. Storm hid in 
the attic and Purcell in the rear yard, 
believing the robbers would return, 

William Nugent and John (Ddey) Ho- 
gan drove a wagon to the alley gate at 
9 a. m. Alighting, they went into the 
bouse and entéred the attic where Storm 
was hiding. Storm commanded them 
to surrender. Both ran, Nugent going 
through the rear yard and Hogan out 
the front door. 

Purcell pursued Nugent and Storm 
overtook and grappled with Hogan in 
front of the house. Hogan called for 
help. His mother ran from her home 
half a block away. The street rapidly 
filled. Many women and several men 
joined in the fight and several shots 
were fired. 

Storm Catches Hogan Again. 

Hogan broke away from Storm and as 
the policeman pursued, he was repeat- 
edly struck in the face by persons in 
the crowd. Despite this he used his 
revolver only as a club and again over- 
took sfogan after running the gauntlet 
for nearly a block. 

Purcell captured Nugent, took him to 
a patrol box and turned in a riot call. 
While police reinforcements were await- 
ed Purcell also was attacked and an ef- 
fort was made to take his prisoner from 
him, ; 

Mrs. Hogan was taken to the police 
station, but no charge was placed 
against her and she was released. Ho- 
gan and Nugent are held pending appli- 
cation for burglary warrants.

Frederick S. Dietrich of 2711 Dayton 
street was for several hours early Sat- 
urday a man of mystery. following his 
escape from the Missouri Baptist Sani- 
tarium without hat or coat and his dis- 
covery by Policeman Short of the 
Mounted District as he wandered in a 
demented condition in Forest Park at 
2:20 a. m. 

After he had been taken to the hos- 
pital, where he lapsed into a condition 
of unconsciousness, his brother Arthur 
called there and identified him. 

Dietrich had been placed at the 
Sanitarium because of a nervous af- 
fection with which he was suffering. 
According to his mother, Mrs.’ Fred 
Stanley of 2920 Locust street, he was 
injured a few months ago when a 
freight car in which he was moving 
household goods and horses to Arkan- 
sas caught fire in Newport, Ark. His 
mother thinks his present nervous- 
ness is partly due to the injury and 
partly to the drugs administered to

Dietrich formerly was connected 
for nine years in a clerical capacity 
with the city waterworks. Last year 
he assisted Earl J. Howes in an inves- 
tigation of the city sanitarium and 
his mother says he was depressed by 
what he saw there and she thinks 
that may have’ contributed to his 
present condition, 


Dietrich escaped at 7:45 Friday ey- 
ening by removing a screen and 
climbing down a fire escape from the 
second floor. His escape was discoy- 
ered in a few minutes, 


Policeftan Short was making his 
rounds when he came upon a man wan- 
dering about in a dazed condition, with- 
out hat or coat, at Lindell and Grand 
drives. The man spoke incoherently 
and said he had been thrown from an 
auto by six men into Sylvan Lake. 


While Short was questioning him, the 
man was seized with a convulsion. Re- 
covering from that, he attacked Short. 
The men struggled desperately. hort 
finally fired five shots to attract help. 
A Lindell boulevard resident telephoned 
to police headquarters that there was 
a battle in the park. Policemen and 
watchmen who heard the shots went to 
Short’s assistance. 


The man, struggling all the way, was 
taken to the Forest Park substation. 
After he had been subdued there he said 
he was Fred Stanley. He was single, 
he said, and had no relatives. 

On the margin of a newspaper in his 
pocket was. written: “John Ross, 
Western Cartridge Co., Alton, Ill. My 
darling wife, goodby. Keep up the life 
insurance. God bless you all.” 

On the back of a business card of 

Aaron Dolin, insurance, 512 Chemical 
Building, was written: ‘“‘They intend to 
take me to a sanitarium to rest. Bring 
suit against them for letting me get 
away.’’ 
On a@ scrap of paper was written: ‘Dr. 
Kuhn, K. C. The Masons would do a 
grand work if they would teach young 
men how to care for themselves.’’ On 
another scrap was written: “My darl- 
ing wife: This is terrible. Your dear 
face I can see now. Kiss and love the 
children for me. FRED.” 


WAREHOUSE OF 10 
STORIES TO COST 





National Stamping Co. Asks City 
to Vacate Alleys in Second 
Street Block. 





Plans for a million-dollar warehouse 
to occupy: the block en Second street 
between Florida street and Cass avenue 
have been prepared by the National 
Stamping and Enameling Co. 

A bill to vacate the city streets and 
alleys in this block was introduced in 
the City Council by Councilman Protz- 
mann Friday night. The bill provided 
for the vacation of the city property 
without compensation. 

Thomas K. Niedringhaus, first vice- 
president of the company, is out of the 
city. Officials of the company confirmed 
the report that the block of ground 
would be used as the site for a big 
warehouse if the Municipal Assembly 
vacated the streets and alleys. 

Councilman Protzmann said Saturday 
that the property on each side of the 
street is owned by the Niedringhaus con- 
cern, which seeks to build, so there will 
be no question about unanimous request 
for its vacation. . He also said that the 
Niedringhaus interests probably would 
be willing to pay the city a reasonable 
sum for the street if the city felt there 
should be a charge made. 

The warehouse, according to Protz- 
mann, will be 10 stories high, with rail- 
road tracks in the basement and elec- 
tric elevators to handle freight. It will 
be for general use and will not be lim- 
ited to handling products of the Nied- 
ringhaus industries.

This was the second exhibition of 
Whalen’s ability as a pugilist, the first 
being when Kemmey tried to take him 
from Jefferson avenue and Gamble 
street Friday night. Sergt. Stephens- 
meier, who was passing on a car, went 
to Kemmey’s assistance and they had 
to subdue Whalen by violence. 

After Whalen’s trial on charges of 
fighting, being drunk on the street and 
resisting arrest had been postponed un- 
til May 23, he approached Kemmey, who 
stood near Judge Sanders’ desk. 

‘“‘Are you the copper that punched my 
face last night?’ he asked. Kemmey 
said, in more dignified language, that 
he was, whereupon Whalen struck him 
a vicious blow on the nose. 

Patrolmen Mooler, Reed and Smith 

rushed to Kemmey’s aid but Whalen 
swung his arms with such force and 
rapidity that he kept the four beaten 
off. Two other patrolmen, the deputy 
marshals, bailiffs and clerks then 
pitched into the fray and after a strug- 
gle of several minutes Whalen was 
overcome. By that time the desk of the 
Assistant City Attorney was overturned, 
the witness chairs scattered and the 
entire court enclosure thrown Into dils- 
array. 
As a result of his strenuous resistance 
Whalen will face seven charges, instead 
of four, when his case is called again. 
The additional charges placed against 
him by Capt. Hess are general disturb- 
ance of the peace, disturbing the peace 
of Kemmey, using profane language in 
court and a second charge of resisting 
arrest. Whalen resides at 2604 Dayton 
street.

Wife of J. L. Bankson Alleges in 
Petition He Was Penurious and 
Failed to Provide. 








J. L. Bankson, principal of the Lin- 
coln public school, is defendant in a 
suit for divorce filed Saturday after- 
noon by Marie Henry Bankson. 

She alleges that Bankson was penuri- 
ous and failed to allow her enough to 
properly provide necessities of life for 
herself, although insisting that a good 
table be maintained for him and his 
two children by a former marriage, boys 
14 and 18 years old. 

In her petition Mrs. Bankson says that 
at the time of the marriage, Dec, 21, 
190, she lived with her mother in Kan- 
sas City in an environment of refine- 
ment and prosperity. 

Lack of Affection, 

Bankson, who was then a widower 
of 45, represented to her, she says, 
that he owned two houses and was 
well able to provide for her. After 
the marriage, she alleges, he told her 
he was deeply in debt and that he 
had no property to meet notes and 
judgments against him. 

He showed lack of affection and re- 
spect, Mrs. Bankson complains, and 
nagged her and accused her of _ be- 
ing extravagant and lazy, although 
she did all the housework, washing and 
cooking, and cared for his children. He 
continually reminded her of his indebt- 
edness, she says, using this as an ar- 
gument that she should be more eco- 
nomical. He so limited her expenses, 
she charges, that she seldom bought 
anything for herself. 


Alleges Neglect Wehn Ill. 
When she was ill, she alleges, her 


husband showed her no attention ex- 
cept to ask her when she was going 
to get up and go to work. 

Bankson, according to the petition, 
ridiculed his wife’s clothes. Once he 
ordered her from home, she says, and 
another time he shook a stove lid- 
lifter at her. 

Mrs. Bankson says her husband’s 
salary is $1800 and she asks for ali- 
mony and restoration of her maiden 
name, Johnson.

TRIES TO FREE SUSPECTS

In a street battle, in which women 


participated and a prisoner’s mother 
tried to rescue him, Patrolmen Storm 
ard Purcell of the Carr Street Dis- 
trict were beaten at Cass avenue and 
Hogan street Saturday.

Patrolmen Watch the Loot 

Jordan and Purcell found the booty 
in the attic of a vacant house at 1434 
North Nineteenth street. Storm hid in 
the attic and Purcell in the rear yard, 
believing the robbers would return, 

William Nugent and John (Ddey) Ho- 
gan drove a wagon to the alley gate at 
9 a. m. Alighting, they went into the 
bouse and entéred the attic where Storm 
was hiding. Storm commanded them 
to surrender. Both ran, Nugent going 
through the rear yard and Hogan out 
the front door. 

Purcell pursued Nugent and Storm 
overtook and grappled with Hogan in 
front of the house. Hogan called for 
help. His mother ran from her home 
half a block away. The street rapidly 
filled. Many women and several men 
joined in the fight and several shots 
were fired. 

Storm Catches Hogan Again. 

Hogan broke away from Storm and as 
the policeman pursued, he was repeat- 
edly struck in the face by persons in 
the crowd. Despite this he used his 
revolver only as a club and again over- 
took slogan after running the gauntlet 
for nearly a block. 

Purcell captured Nugent, took him to 
a patrol box and turned in a riot call. 
While police reinforcements were await- 
ed Purcell also was attacked and an ef- 
fort was made to take his prisoner from 
him. : : 

Mrs. Hogan was taken to the police 
station, but no charge was. placed 
against her and she was released. Ho- 
gan and Nugent are held pending appli- 
cation for burglary warrants.

Frederick S. Dietrich of 2711 Dayton 
street was for several nours early Sat- 
urday a man of mystery, following his 
escape from the Missouri Baptist Sani- 
tarium without hat or coat and his dis- 
covery by Policeman Short of the 
Mounted District as he wandered in a 
demented condition in Forest Park at 
2:20 a. m. 

After he had been taken to the hos- 
pital, where he lapsed into a condition 
of unconsciousness, his brother Arthur 
called there and identified him. 


Dietrich had been placed at the 
Sanitarium because of a nervous af- 
fection with which he was suffering. 
According to his mother, Mrs.’ Fred 
Stanley of 2920 Locust street, he was 
injured a few months ago when a 
freight car in which he was moving 
household goods and horses to Arkan- 
sas caught fire in Newport, Ark. His 
mother thinks his present nervous- 
ness is partly due to the injury and 
partly to the drugs administered to 
him at a hospital. 


Dietrich formerly was connected 
for nine years in a clerical capacity 
with the city waterworks. Last year 
he assisted Earl J. Howes in an inves- 
tigation of the city sanitarium and 
his mother says he was depressed by 
what he saw there and she thinks 
that may have contributed to his 
present condition. 


Dietrich escaped at 7:45 Friday ev- 
ening by removing a screen and 
climbing down a fire escape from the 
second floor. His escape was discoy- 
ered in a few minutes, 


Policeman Short was making his 
rounds when he came upon a man wan- 
dering about in a dazed condition, with- 
out hat or coat, at Lindell and Grand 
drives. The man spoke incoherently 
and said he had been thrown from an 
auto by six men into Sylvan Lake. 


While Short was questioning him, the 
man was seized with a convulsion. Re- 
covering from that, he attacked Short. 
The men struggled desperately. whort 
finally fired five shots to attract help. 
A Lindell boulevard resident telephoned 
to police headquarters that there was 
a battle in the park. Policemen and 
watchmen who heard the shots went to 
Short’s assistance. 


The man, struggling all the way, was 
taken to the Forest Park substation. 
After he had been subdued there he said 
he was Fred Stanley. He was single, 
he said, and had no relatives.

TOLEDO, O., May 18.—President Taft 
has started on the last leg of his po- 
litical journey and is working his way 
through 14 towns toward Cincinnati, 
winding up at Springfield tonight. He 
will spend Sunday with his brother in 
Cincinnati and bring his canvass to-a 
close at Dayton Monday night, return- 
ing to Cincinnati Tuesday to vote, and 
then proceeding to New Jersey via 
Washington. 

Taft and Senator La Follette, close on 
the trail of Col. Roosevelt, are making 
ferocious attacks on him. The Presi- 
dent’s attack centered upon Walter 
Brown, the chief supporter of Col. 
Roosevelt in Ohio, who is openly charged 
with being a lobbyist and promoter of 
corporations, and Dan R. Hanna, son 
of the old Republican boss of the Mc- 
Kinley days and a director in several 
trusts. The leaders of the disbanded 
Cox gang in Cincinnati and the old For- 
aker leaders are also openly champion- 
ing the Colonel, and, finally, the men 
who held office under Roosevelt when 
he was President. 

Taft smashed away at the Colonal and 
the bosses behind him to a turbulent 
audience of 8000 in the Terminal audi- 
torium here. - ®

BOSTON, May 18.—A deep sleep, under 
the influence of opiates, shut eut a 
world of agonies from the troubled mind 
}of Clarence V. T. Richeson during the 
earlier houts of today. 

The fortitude of the former clergy- 
man, who awaits death by electrocution, 
next week, for the murder of Avis Lin- 
nell, gave way last night. The collapse 


came while the condemned man was al- 
ternately beseeching his counsel to have 
his body interred beside that of his 
mother, in Virginia, and hysterically 
raving over the fancied persecution of 
the two guards forming his death watch. 

Richeson learned definitely for the 
first time yesterday that he must meet 
death by electrocution. Through the 
day he bore himself with outward calm- 
ness. Little by little the import of the 
decision he had heard began to impress 
itself upon him. 

Some ef those who entered the death 
chamber imparted to the prisoner the 
fact that his father did not care to have 
his body taken to Virginia for burial. 
Richeson at once gave way to his emo- 
tions, and implored his counsel, William 
A. Morse, that arrangements be made 
for his body to He beside his mother in 
the family lot. 


Wants Clergymen Near. 

As the day wore on other incidents 
occurred to disturb the condemned man. 
The discussion between Richeson, his 
counsel and spiritual advisers, turned 
upon the execution, and the prisoner 
begged both the Rev. Mr. Stebbins, the 
prison chaplain, and the Rev. Herbert 
S. Johnson, his chosen adviser, to walk 
to the chair with him. 

Richeson also expressed a wish that 
Morse be present during the last few 
minutes, and exacted a promise that 
either one or the other of the ministers 
would remain constantly with him until 
he died. 

In the meantime Richeson did not eat 
his dinner or supper 

It was nearly 12 hours after he learned 
that he must die *next week that Riche- 
son burst’out in a paroxyism of grief 
and hysteria.

The book of 500 pages, partly fact and 
partly analysis, is made up of oral 
contributions from his associates. It 
is undeniably a book with a. purpose— 
the same being to remove the popular 
impression that Hanna was the apoth- 

eosis of the idea that property rights 
are above human rights and to substl- 
tute for it a conviction that the preda- 
ceous political system for which he 
stood was not so malevolent and unjust 
and inexcusable as it has been painted. 

In reading this story of Hanna’s :ife, 
one is amazed that it is but 16 years 
since he began to loom large in the 
history of this country and but eight 
years since his rather startling career 
was ended by death. He seems to have 
belonged to another age, so great is the 
gulf between his political theories and 
those that are burgeoning on every 
hand today...The dollar was all power- 
ful in Mark’ Hanna's philosophy, but no 
man could attain political distinction 
today preaching such crass material- 
ism.- 

Nevertheless, the story of Mark Han- 
na’s life is an extraordinary record, 
for he was an extraordinary man of 
his type. His biographer judges him 
according to his light. The biography 
is essentially a defense, but it is such 
e defense as Hanna himself, if he 
were alive and conscious of the trend 
toward idealism in politics today, would 
wish to have written. Mr. Crol} makes 
due acknowledgment to James B. Mor- 
row for aid in gathering the Hanna 
data. (Macmillan.)

No story of a superheated and arti- 
ficial urban society is Lydia’s matrimo- 
nial katabasis, but its people are all sane 
and conservative country folk who 
ought to see with clearer and larger- 
ranged vision than those whose horizons 
are the roofs and walls of money tem- 
ples. 

But life is life, whether ih the country 
or the city, and when pretty Lydia 
Emery comes back to Enbury, O., from 
a European finishing school, her ambi- 
tious mother, who belongs to the class 
who have eyes but cannot see, proceeds 
to inveigle and force her into a love- 
less marriage with a rich youth. 

This union soon becomes so obnoxious 
to the highly strung Lydia that she 
likens herself to the pet squirrel con- 
fined in its cage. She is expected to be 
content with perpetually going round 
and round in the conventional com- 
munity. 

The writer, Dorothy Caulfield, has re- 
frained from growing slushy or even 
enthusiastic over what her heroine does 
to get out of the squirrel cage.

| THE GRADE CROSSING QUESTION. 

Two points of special interest and importance 
to St. Louisans are conspicuous in the statistics 
These are: 

1. St. Louisa is far behind most other large 
American cities in the abolition of grade cross- 
ings. This city has accomplished practically 
nothing in this necessary work of humanity 
and municipal development. 

2. The cities which have made the greatest 
progress have assumed part of the cost of 
grade separation or the consequential damages 
or both. In short, reasonable concession is the 
path to prompt and satisfactory. results. 

In Washington, where all grades are separated, 
the city assumed the consequential damages and 
the Federal Government contributed $1,500,000 
for railroad improvements. 

Chicago, Detroit and Milwaukee, in which 682 
grade crossings have been abolished—585 in Chi- 
cago. alone—assumed the consequential damages. 

Cleveland, Philadelphia, Cincinnati, Rochester, 
Columbus, Louisville and Cambridge paid from 
26 to 50 per cent of the cost of abolishing surface 
grades. 

The experience of other cities proves that the 
consequential damages are light. In several 
there were no damages to pay, because the effect 
of the changes improved -instead of damaging 
abutting property. In many of the grade sepa- 
rations planned by the Board of Public Im- 
provements the seperations will not only be ad- 
vantageous,from every standpoint to the city, but 
will enhance the value of the adjacent property. 

The question of making concessions to the 
railroads in the ordinances providing for the abo- 
lition of deadly grade crossings is a question of 
expediency. The alternatives are long ‘delay, 
with litigation and sacrifice of life, or quick re- 
sults with the guarantee of a small payment of 
money.

Sell Food by Weight. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 3 

I was glad to see Dr. W. P. Cutler take the po- 
sition he did Thursday before the National Whole- 
sale Grocers that all eatables should be sold by 
weight You can convince yourself promptly by 
weighing the next peck of potatoes delivered to 
you. If it weighs less than 15 pounds you did not 
get a peck—no matter what it measured. One 
bushel weighs 60 pounds, 

I noticed a case last week where a grocer sold 
a customer a peck of potatoes for 33 cents and 
delivered them at 38 cents, All he did was tosend 
a peck which was 2 pounds short—weighing 13 
pounds. The goods delivered cost the customer 
15 per cent more than the contract price. If he 
should get three more pecks just like it, instead 
of a bushel, he would have less than three and 
one-half pecks, and instead of buying his potatoes 
at $1.32 per bushel he would be paying $1.52. That 
grocer made light of the complaint. and yet, if he 
had to pay 15 per cent more than contract price 
for his goods, he would not be in business 50 
minutes, 

People are too wideawake for such fossilized 
methoes. The right thing to do, as Dr. Cutler 
says, is for our lawmakers to place a law upon 
the statutes requiring all such articles to be sold 
by weight.

ONE OF THE HALF STARVED ONEs, 
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COMMERCE COURT RECORD. 
From the Washington .Times. 

Since the Commerce Court has been 
existent, it has decided 17 cases, against 
shippers, of which 15 were appealed. Of 
these 15, four have been finally decided 
by the Supreme Court. 

In all four the Commerce Court was 
reversed and the commission sustained. 

When Judge Knapp was chairman of 
the commission, out of 42 cases reviewed 
he took the railroad’s side in 34 and in 
many of these wrote vigorous opinions 
in support of his position. Yet in every 
one of these cases that has reached final 
adjudication in the Supreme Court the 
shipper has been sustained. With this 
remarkable record of advocating the rail- 
road side and being reversed by the 
Supreme Court, Mr. Knapp was selected 
by President Taft for Chief Justice of 
the Commerce Court. 

This is not conclusive on anything; but 
it is certainly interesting and highly 
suggestive.
